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| Hen I heard of the Sickneſs of the Late Illuſtrious Princeſs, 
\ whom | had never fail'd to recommend to God, in my Daily 
Prayers, and that your ſelf was Her Contfelor, I conld not but hope, 
that atleaſt onHerDeath-bed,you would have d:alt faithfully withHer. 
But when I had read the SERMON, yor preacl'd at Her F UN E- 

R AL, 1 was heattily griev'd, to find my ſelf diſappointed, and God 
knows, how bitterly I bewall din Secret the manner of Her Death ; ard 
Refteting again and again, on your Conduct of Fer Soul, methought 
a Spirit of ſiumber ſeem'd to have poſleſs'd you , other wiſe it was im- 
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(2) 
poſſible for one, who ſo well «nderſfood the Duty of a Spiritual Guide, 
as your ſelf, who had /zch happy Opportunities, and ſuch ſignal Encou - 
ragements, to Practiſe it in Her Caſe, ſhould fo groſly fail in your Per- 
formance, as either to overlook, vr wilfully to omit that which all 
the World ſaw beſides your ſelf , and expected from you, and was 
of great Importance to Her Salvation. 

You are a Perſon of Noted Abilities, and had a full Knowledge of 
your Duty, you had been gany years a Pariſh Prieſt, and exerciſed 
your FunCtion with good repute, no one could be better vers'd , in the 
Office for the Viſitation of the Sick than your ſelf, and the Sick, Perſon was 
no ſtranger to yon, and you very well knew Her whole Story. 

As you had a full Knowledge of the Perſon, and of your Duty, ſo you 
had happy Opportimities to have put that Duty in PraCtiſe. 

You had free and frequent Accelles to Her, at your Pleaſure; and 
02 Monday when the flattering Diſeaſe occaſioned ſome Hopes, but eſpeci- 
ally on the next Day, the Feſtival of Chriſt s Birth, when thoſe Hopes were 
rais'd to a kind of Aſſurance, p. 25. and continued fo till Night, the Pe» 
culiar favour of Heaven, ſcem'd to have indulg'd you, all that ine- 
ſtimable Day, on purpoſe, that you mighr carefully Employ it, in 
Clearing Her Conſcience with God, and Man, and in perfecting Her 
Preparations for Eternity ; which had She recover'd, were as. Neceſ- 
{ary, to render Her Life Holy, and Happy, as Her Death. 

Your Joy enduring but a Day , and that Day being elos'd with a diſmal 
Wight, you gave Her the Wirnizg of Her approaching Death, which 
you ſay She receiv*d, with a Conrage agreeable to the ſtrength of Her Faith, 
P. 26. You were ſet a Watchwmn over Her, and if you did not give Her 
dne Warning of Her Sin allo , eſpecially when you had fo proper a 
Lime for doing it, and ſaw Her ſo capableof receiving it, God will re- 
quire Her Blond at your hands, 

You had this advantage alſo, which 1s often wanting to ſuch Per- 
ſons, that in the Viſits yon made Her you did not find Her Delirious, 


ana the Orders She gave for Prayers, p. 24. Her calling for Prayers a third 


time, when She fear d ſhe had ſlept the time. before, the many moſt 
Chriſtian things She ſaid, p. 26. Her appointing Pſalms, a Chapter con- 
cerning Truſt im God, and a Sermon more than once, to be read by Her, 
P. 29. are ſigns She was not, at leaſt that ſhe was not ſo, in the Inter- 
vals wherein you officiated by Her. 

'Tiz true ſhe was often drowzy, but ſhe was ſo very ſenſible of Her 
 drowzineſs, that ſhe call'd for Prayers before the time, for fear that ſhe 
ſhowld not be long compos'd, p, 28. and when ever you apply'd your 
ſelf to Her, ſhe was wakeful enough, You 
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You faid indeed, p. 27. That at the Receiving the Holy Euchariſt, 
ſhe found her ſelf in a dozing Condition, but add, that ſhe preſently ſtirr d 
up Her attention, and from thence forth to the end of the Office, had a per- 
fell Command of Her underitanding, and was intent upon the Great Work, 
ſhe was going about : And methinks Sir, if you had been jealous over her 
Soul, with a Godly Jealouſy, when you gave Her the YViaticum, and ſaw 
that ſhe had then 4 perfett Command .of her Underſtanding, and that ſhe 
was intent ; you had another fit Seaſon offer'd you by Heaven, to have 
mind ed Her of any, but probable defe&ts in Her Repentance, and 
to have Exhortcd Her, to a ſhors Supplemental Confeſſion. 

Nay to Her very laſt, ſhe ſeem'd not wholly uncapable of any 
pious Intimations you might have given her, for her Underſtanding 
continued to that degree, That zothing of Impertinece, ſcarce a number 
of disjornted words were heard from Her ;, inſomuch, that ſhe ſaid a devout 
AMEN, to that very Prayer, in which her Pionus Soul was recommended to 
that God whogaue it, p.49. So that your own Sermon will teltifie a- 
gainſt you, that you had very -appy Opportwnitys, of direfting her Con- 
{ſcicnce ; 1 muſt add, that you had as Szgnal Enconragements alſo. 

You had to deal with a Perſon , nho/e Knowledge and Wiſdom you 
juſtly Commend, p. 3. and who might eaſily have been Convinced.,if in 
any ove Inflance, fhe had miſtaken her [uty. 

You 2d todeal with one,who/c Picty, Charity, . and Humility, you in 
many reſpeQs deſervedly Magnifie, p. 10. I oniy wiſh you had added 
her Juſtice alſo, to have made Her CharaCter compleat ; However, 
thoſe three Virtues, were powerful Inducements, to have u>'d a Con- 
ſciencious Irecdoim with Fier, 

You had, as appears by the CharaQter yon give Her, a P10, Cha- 
ritable, Himble Soul, 10der your Care, a Subject moſt happily diſpos'd 
to work on, wlio tad always been very Reveront and Aitentive at Str - 
m0ns,P. 9. who had an Averſeneſs to Flattery, p. 12. and who would 
thankfully have received, any Pions, or Charitable, or bumble Admoni- 
ri977, you had given Her, 

I now beſe<ch you Sir, to ſperd a few thoughtful Minutes, in com- 
paring your Performance, as you yourſelf repreſent it, in your own 
Sermon, with zour Knowledge, with the Opportunities, and Emncour,ge- 
ments you had, and-with the Kubrick of tne Church, 

You m-ntion a very Religious Saying which fell from Her, That ſhe 
had Learn'd from Her Youth a tine Doctrine, That Repentance ws 104 t9 
be put off to a Death-bed, p. 26. But it was your Duty, conſidering 
the Deceitfulneſs of all Hearts , and the uſual Infirmities, and For 
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getfulneſs, and Indiſpoſedneſs of Sick Perſons, to have Sup lied all * 


Her Overſights, and Omilſlions, and to have Examn'd the Truth of 
Her Repentance, whether fhe truly Repented of ber Sins, and where you 


knew any thing of Moment, which had eſcap'd Her Qbſervation, 


' you ought to have been Her Kemembrancer. 

1 therefore challenge you to anſwer before God and the World, Did 
you know of no weighty Matter which ought to have troubled this Prin- 
ceſſes Conſcience, tho' at preſent ſhe ſeem'd not: to have felr jt, and for 
which, you ozcht to have mov'd her to- a ſpecial Confeſſion, im order to 
Abjolution ! 


Were you ſatisfied, that ſhe was in Charity with all the World? Did 


yon know of no Enmity between Her and Her Siſter ? - 

Did you know of. no Perſon. who ever offended Her, whom ſbe was 
zo forgive? Did you know of no one Perſon whom. fhe had offended, and 
of whom ſhe was to ask Forgiveneſs ? Did you know of 20 one Tnjnry or 
Wrong ſbe had done to any Man, to whom ſne was to make Amends, to 
the nttermoſt of her Power ? © 

Was the whole Revolution manag'd, with that Purity of Intention, 
that perfe& Innocence, that exaft Juſtice, that tender Charity, and 
that unreproachable Veracity, that there was nothing amiſs in it ; no 
remarkabie Failings, nothing that might deſerve one penitent Reil:- 
Cion? | 

You caunot, you dare not fay it; and if you ſhould, out of yor 
own mouth I can condemn you ; for you your ſelf in your ſerious 


Intervals, have paſs'd as ſevere a Cenſure on the Revolution, as any of 


thoſe they call Facovzres could do; you have ſaid, more than once, 
That it was all an Unrighteons thing , Why did you not then deal fin- 
cerely with thisDying Princeſs, and tell Her ſo,when you muſt needs be 


ſenſible,that ſteeringHerConſcience wrong.you ſhip-wreck'dyour own. - 


If then Sir you conſider, The happy Opportwnities you have loſt, the 
Signal Encouragements you have neglected, and the Tremendous Hazard 
to which you have expos 'd the precious Soul, of this Illuſtrious Prin- 
ceſs by your Unfaithtulneſs ; If you lay to Heart how much you have 
acted againſt your own Knowledge and Convictions, what ill Example 
you have gtven to the Clergy, what Scandal to all good men, what 
Wounds to our moſt Holy Religion, and what Occaftons to the 
Enemy to Blaſpheme, what have you to do, but to teſtifie your 


Repentance, before God and the World, and to mourn in Sackcloth : 


andAſkes, all the Remainder of your days ? 


What was it Sir, that mov'd you to a& thus notorioufly againſt - 
your own Conſcience ? VVas it the fear you had, of loſing the - 
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Favour of the Court, which made you rather venture the Indignation + 
of Heaven,even that fear was vain,for it had been no offence againſt 


the Goyernment, to haye perſuaded a dying Darghter, to have be- 
ſtowed one Compaſlionate Prayer on her afflicted Farher, had he been 


never ſo Unnatural, though the Caſe was here quite contrary, for He- 


was one of the tendereſt Fathers in the world. 
Beſides, her Illuſtrious Conſort , who manifeſted ſa very great 


y- 
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and worthy a Paſſion for her, would 1 dare ſay, have had nothing 


omitted, which might have been thought conducible, to her Eter- 
nal Happineſs; and a Conſciencious Faithful Confeſſor, eſpecially 


on the Death-bed, 1s oze of a thouſand, who Will always be deſired 


and valued, and reverd. Believe me Sir, you haye given the World 
reaſon to conclude, that your own Conſcience miſgave you, being 
ſealible, that i reproving her, you muſt have reproach'd. your ſelf. 

You ſay, She was fo Fudicious and Devout a Saint, the degene-rate 
Church of Rome canby no means ſhew us, p. 9. but ſurely it had been 
Prudence in you, to have wavd that Compariſon, for ſhofld you 
chance hereafter, to blame that: Church for Canonizing Thomas a 
Becket, for which ſhe really is blame-worthy, 'tis obvious for her, to 
make this appropriate Reply: to you, that 'tis as juſtifiable in' her zo 
Saint (uch a Subjeft, as for you, to Saint ſuch a Daugher. 

You tell us ſhe was one whom I am well aſſured had all the Dnty in the 
Vorld, for other Relations, which after Long, and Laborious Conſidera- 
ton, ſhe judg'd conſiſtent, with her Obligations to God, and to her Conn- 
Z7EYs Pe 1 Fo! 

The Corkfrentat then which ſhe used, to reconcile her Judgment 
to the Revolution, was it ſeems, Long and Laborions, notwithſtand-. 
ing the aſliſtance of her new Caſuiſts, it being no eafie matter, to 
overcome the contrary Remonſtrances of Nature, and of her own 
Conſcience, and to unlearn thoſe Evangelical 4axims, which were 
carefully taught her, by the Faithful Guides of her Youth, others 
might begin to inſt1}] oppoſite Principles into her, others might 
Confirm her, but the finiſhing ſtrokes were reſerved for you. 

- But what do you mean Sir, by other Relations, we may gueſs that 
you mean her Royal Father, Mother-in-Law, and Brother, but you are 
at liberty to ſay, you mean any other Relations if you pieaſe, you 
give us ambiguous and general words only, when you ſhould have 
21ven us, moſt expreſs and particular. 

' 41! the Duty in the World is a comprehenſive term, but wherein Sir, 
Gd any part of all toes Dicy appear? Why are you not juſt to her, 
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and to your ſelf, as to give us ſome of thoſe Compaſſionate, and 


melting Expreſſions of Filial Duty, which flow'd from her on that 
Subje&t ? Why do you not produce ſome inſtances of her Mildneſs and 
Mercifulneſs to her Engnics, p.16, and whom you knew ſhe treated 
as ſuch, though their Crime was their being her Fathers Friends, they 
would have been much for her Honour z; would have given great 
ſatisfaction tn all good People, would have convinc'd the world, that 
the manner of her Death had been in all reſpeQs truly Chriſtian, p. 23. 
would have been much for your own Reputation, and much for the 
Credit of the Revolution in which you are as great a Zealot as a Gamer, 

If you were ſo well aſſur'd of allthat Duty, what dreadful negligence 
were you guilty of, in not putting her in mind of it on her Death-bed ? 
Methinks Sir, you are not juſt to her, when you glve us inſtances of 
her Charity, to ſeveral ſorts of indigent People, and to Strangers, 
which all the World knew, and give us no inſtances of even her Natural 
Afettion, to her own Royal Father, of which all the World doubted ; 
when had you ſuggeſted that Duty to her, as you ought to have done, 
ſhe would have ſhew'd her ſelf a tender-hearted Da»ghter, and would 
have been extreamly afflifted, for having been inſtrumenral to her 
Father's Calamity. 

It is far from my intentions here to diſpute the Lawflnefs of the 
Revolution, yet I may ſay that I never met with any ſo Bigottcd to it, 
who would undertake to juſtific all the part, which ſhe as a Dargrrer 
had in it, andIlam perſuaded that it would mightily puzzle you, to 
tell us In particular, what thoſe Obligations were, which ſe had :0 God, 
and to her Countrey, which were inconſiſtent with her Fil1al Duty. 

You complain p. 17. Great is our loſs of a most Pious Deen, in 
en Atheiſtical, and Prophane Age , in which the Seeds of Imjtety, 
which have been ſowing for ſome years, have ſprung up in greater plen= 
ty than ever ; but Sir, did not your Heart ſmite you, when you uttercd 
this Complaint; for I would fain know whether any thing has more 
contributed, to render the 4ge Atheiſtical and Prophane , or more 
promoted that fatal Plenty, than the Prevarications of your ſelf, 
and your Time-ſerving Brethren. 

You take notice more than once, of the'ſhortening the life of this 
Illaftrious Princeſs,that ſhe was taker away in the midſt of her days,p.18. 
at thirty three years old, Þ. 32. in the flower of her Age, p. 33. but you 
take no notice of that which moſt probably occaſioned it, for the 
Fifth Commandment is not to be evaded, Honour thy Father and thy 
Mother, (which is the firſt Commandment with Promiſe) that it may be 
well with Thee, vna thou mayeſt liveilong on the Earth, and if any, even 
| Princeſs, 
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Princes, for the Command makes no exception, do viſibly Diſhonour 
Father and Mother, and their lives are cut ſhort, the very Command of 
God aſſigns the cauſe of it, and I hope the ſurviving Princeſs will 

- conlider, and take warning, and Repent, lelt God be provoked, ro cut ' 
her life a4 ſhort as her Siſters. 

You ſay p. 30. That having like David ſerv d her own Generation,by the 
Hill of God ſhe fell aſleep; and if you had been a true Nathan to 
her, the Similitude had been very proper, but her Virtue having 
like David's, ſufter'd an Eclipſe, you took no care that it ſhould break 
Out again, in as Conſpicuous a Repentance. 

You metion the ftrong Hopes you have of her everlaſting felicity, p. 32. 
but as you managed her Conſcience, you ſhould rather have call'd 
them, ſtrong Fong 1 have Hopes of her everlaſting Felicity as 
well as you, tho' not at all grounded on your Guidance, but on the 
Infinite mercy of God, who makes moſt gracious abatement for all 
our Infirmities, and for ail the degrees of excuſability we can plead, 
and when I conſider her conjugal Love and Awe, the horrid miſre« 
preſentations made to her, of her Royal Father, the various, and 
{tudied Trains laid to delude her,the plauſible pretences of Religion, 
of Scripture, and of the Glory of God, which ſhe heard daily in- 
culcated, and the unfaithtulneſs of her Guides, who had wholly 
polleſſed her Ear, together with her ſubdued wil), her ſoft and ten, 
der Sex, and Temper, her well-meaned tho' miſguided Zeal, the 
Picty of her Inclinations, and her ardent Deſire, that her Soul might 
be without ſpot preſented to God, which ſhe maniteſted,; 7 ordering that 
Collect to be read twice every day, P. 24. I have Hopes, that God ac- 
ceptcd of her general Repentance, and by a ſuper-effluence of Grace 
ſupply'd the defects of it. 

What therefore I have ſaid, is not in the leaſt to derogate, from 
any of her Virtues, but to Expoſtulate with you, for being the oc- 

 calion, that they did not ſhine out in their full Luſtre 3 and whether 
ſach Shepherds may not be ſaid, ro feed themſelves rather than the Flock, 
whether your Behaviour to this dying Princeſs, does not reach 
thoſe Expreſſions of the Prophet, Of crying Peace, Peace, when there 
is no Peace, and of daubing with untemper'd Mortar, whether it is 
not Healing a Spiritual Hurt ſlightly ;, Let all my Reverend Brethren 
of the Clergy, who are untainted with the LZatitudinarian Leven, 
whether they are Poſſefed of their Benefices, or Depriv'd, be the 
Judges. 

Before 1 take my leave,l cannot but remark that ſpiteful RefleCtion,
